PENAL CODE, OHAPTEB IV. 


SECTION 38. The Sabbath—The first day 


of the week being by very general consent 
set apart for rest and religious uses, the law 
rorbids to be done on that day certain acts 
deemed useless, and serious interruption of 
the repose and religious liberty of the com- 
munity. 


SEP. 39. Sabbath Breaking—Any violation 


of thisjprohibition is Sabbafchibreaking.
